fie Oil OF .THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The year of 1952 has passed and the Board of Health has continued 
to function in its usual manner. 


Under the auspices of the Board the annual clinic was held and the 
children attending, were given immunizing doses of toxoid for diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. Rather a large number of children attend- 
ed the clinic and this speaks well for the cooperation on the part of the 
parents. It is this type of cooperation that will help keep our children 
from becoming victims of these diseases, and will also help to keep our 
town at the top of the list in this county, as far as the percentage of 
immunized children is concerned. 


During the year there has been a variable number of communicable 
diseases reported, including scarlet fever, mumps, measles, chicken pox, 
pneumonia. We hope the residents of the town will continue to report 
the contagious diseases in their homes. This type of cooperation is very 
helpful to the Board. 


The Pre-School Children’s Health Conference was conducted as 
usual and at this time we were able to enjoy the facilities offered by the 
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new school building for this purpose. We hereby extend our thanks to 
the members of the Parent Teachers’ Association who were so helpful in 
conducting this conference. 


During the year the condition of our public dump became a matter 
of grave concern. We believe now that in most respects this problem has 
become much less trotblesome. Mr. William Smith of Lyonsville has 
taken over the task of keeping the dump in a suitable condition and has 
done a very commendable piece of work. By the joint efforts of the 
Board of Health, agent of the Board of Health and Mr. Smith, arrange- 
ments have been made that will greatly facilitate the care of the dump, 
and also the dumping of rubbish by citizens. We hope the citizens of 
the community will continue to cooperate as they have in the last couple 
months, by disposing of their rubbish in the proper manner at the dump. 
If this is done it need not become such an eyesore as it has been in the past.

Veteran’s Agent Report 


To the Western Franklin Veteran’s District Committee: 


Herewith is my seventh annual report as Director of Veterans Ser- 
vices and Veterans’ Agent for the Towns of the Western Franklin Dis- 
trict. 

The interest shown by the attendance of Committee members at 
monthly meetings has been very encouraging and helpful and is greatly 
appreciated. 

Due to the return of Korea veterans, Rehabilitation requests have in- 


creased during the past year. Our records show a total of 813 requests 
for 1952. 


Fifty-five boys have registered at this office for Selective Service 
during the past year. Assistance in completing the Questionnaire have 
been given in many cases. Photostatic copies of the Report of Separation 
of returned veterans were furnished to the office of the Selective Service 
Board to complete their records whenever needed. 

Able advice and assistance has been furnished by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration Contact Representative, Edward A. O’Neil, in processing a 
number of pension applications and other related claims for Federal 
benefits. 


Twelve new applications for Veterans Benefits were processed dur- 
ing the year, and there are at present sixteen active cases on the books. 
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The total for the District for Benefits administered under the provisions 
of Chapter 115 of the General Laws, as amended, is $13,173.46 to date. 
Higher costs of food and rent have been responsible for the increase in 
payments. 


The cost of operating the Veterans’ Service Office was $3,972.16 for 
1952, with receipts of $13.50 paid to the Treasurer for commercial photo- 
stat work done, making a net cost of $3,959.11.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1952. 


During the past year 121 books, 82 adult and 39 juvenile were added 
to the Library, of these 4 were gifts. Magazine subscriptions have all 
been renewed. Due to the steadily increasing cost of books it has. been 
necessary to stretch the budget as much as possible and also to curtail 
the number of books purchased. 


74 Five-book and 3 Honor State Reading Certificates have been 
awarded as follows: Grade IV, 4 Five-book; Grade V, 23 Five-book and 
1 Honor; Grade VI, 32 Five-book and 2 Honor and Grade VIII, 15 Five- 
book. 

Library circulation was 4,473, adult 2,914, juvenile 1,559. The circu- 
lation of the Bookmobile, which made eight visits to town, was 4,287, 
adult 2,499, juvenile 1,788, making a total circulation of 8,760. Circula- 
tion of non-fiction was 1,487. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Winnie Worden for her interest in ob- 
taining for the Library an electric clock used in one of the schools. This 
is something that has long been needed. 

It has been brought to our attention that a railing on the Library 
steps would be a safety device. The lighting arrangement in the Library 
is very poor and it is to be hoped that at some future time more modern 
lighting can be installed. 

In October the Book Committee sponsored another “Open House” 
at which time a half hour’s tape recording of “The Song of America”, 
concerning founding of our Country, was given. Books connected with 
the different periods of history were on display as were also Book Jack- 
ets from the new books in circulation. This was a pleasant and profitable 
evening.

ROCKWELL E. DONELSON 
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Report of SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my second annual report as superintendent of the 
Buckland, Colrain, Shelburne School Union. 


The free public school is an integral part of the structure of popular 
government. It is as essential to the preservation of the American way of 
life as the organic documents in which the framework of the republic is 
outlined and by which the freedoms of the American people are guaranteed. 


The vital importance of an enlightened citizenry to the success of the 
American form of government was well recognized by its founders. Few 
matters gave them more concern. 


The first action to provide public education in America was taken in 
the Colonial days. The Massachusetts Law of 1642 was the first example 
in history of a lawmaking body issuing a mandate that all children be taught 
to read. 


George Washington, in both his first message to Congress and in his 
farewell address, reminded the citizens of his time that education was es- 
sential to the permanence of the government they had created. 


Thomas Jefferson, a very ardent advocate of education, wrote, “If a 
nation expects to be ignorant and free in a state of civilization, it expects 
what never was and never will be.” James Madison the fourth, president 
of the United States wrote: “A popular government without information 
or the means of acquiring it is but a prologue to a farce or a tragedy, or 
perhaps both. Knowledge will forever govern ignorance; and a people whv 
meant to be their own governors must arm themselves with the power 
which knowledge gives.” 


The founders of our free government, in their concern that it might 
endure, understandingly emphasized education as a means of maintaining it. 


*. Education according to our State Constitution is a function of the State, 
but-is-locally administered and locally controlled. 


There are great pressures upon our public school system today. Some 
of these pressures are well intentioned for the improvement of the system, 
while others are created by subversive organizations, which would rejoice 
in the thought that our public school system would be wrecked. As I have 
pointed out. in the opening paragraphs of ‘this report, the founders of our 
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country believed in public education for the perpetuation of our free gov- 
ernment. It is likewise true that, fortunately, most of our clear thinking 
citizens of today ardently support our public school system. However, there 
are members of our society who would abandon some of the support of 
public education and thus cripple it from within. 


One of the most difficult conflicts which we face in public education is 
the old one-room country school system with its inherent methods versus 
the newer concept of consolidated schools and improved methods of educa- 
tion. In most of our communities this problem has been settled. Whether 
we accept or reject this trend toward consolidation it is bound to succeed 
sooner or later. The most logical reasons for this trend are as follows: 
(1) Efficiency of operation of a school system. (2) The impossibility oi 
getting qualified teachers to teach in ungraded school buildings. (3) The 
ease with which more pupils of one grade may be taught in comparison 
with mixed grades. 


Today we are a nation on wheels living in a scientific or atomic age. 
Civilization in spite of our feeling toward change is constantly changing: 
and if we are to progress, as I am sure we will, we shall continue to change. 
If we wish to witness one of our greatest strides in change let us visit a 
modern farm. The average farmer cannot exist in our present society farm- 
ing as our forefathers did ten, twenty-five, or even fifty years ago. (4) How- 
ever, there are citizens who feel a school system should be operated as it 
was twenty-five or fifty years ago. Fortunately, most of our citizens do 
not agree with this latter theory. 


Today we live in a mobile society. A boy or girl born and attending 
school in this area may live a greater part of his life in another area. Ii 
this is true, he must be able to compete with people who have had an ed- 
ucation equal to or better than the one he has been able to obtain. 


THE THREE R’S 


In: any school report it frequently seems either wise or necessary to 
reassure those who fear that the modern course of education may. be getting 
away from the fundamental skills and knowledge. It is 1a fact that the 
amount of time spent in today’s school on the Three R’s is more than four 
times that of a hundred years ago. Techniques of teaching the “tool” sub- 
jects are vastly improved but the Three R’s are still the foundation of all 
studies. In spite of many statements to the contrary statistics, show that 
schools are teaching them better than ever before. | 


ri the matter of reading there is teat emphasis placed upon the “read- 
ing readiness” of a child.as he enters grade one. To, parents, who, feel, that 
their children are not (acquiring reading skills fast enough a knowledge of 
this is important. In the past it was customary for a.child. to begin to 
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learn to read as soon as he entered grade one. The result was a great 
number of failures. 


Obviously there is as large a range of reading abilities as there is 01 
any other skill. No athletic coach expects every contestant to be a “Babe 
Ruth” but he can help each player to develop his best. A good teacher of 
reading likewise studies the strengths and weaknesses of his or her pupils 
and tries to help them develop their abilities. 


When one realizes that the five common vowels have forty-six differ- 
ent sounds and that the complete alphabet of twenty-six letters have one 
hundred seventeen different sounds we can more easily appreciate the dif- 
ficulty that children have in their early years in learning to read. 


Speed in reading is being achieved in part by emphasis on silent read- 
ing. Formerly children first memorized letters and then fitted them together 
in words. Now children learn words before giving much attention to let- 
ters. Good readers read by words, phrases, and even sentences. This prin- 
ciple has contributed much to rapid reading. In the modern school, pupils. 
are taught the meaning of numbers and our number system before being 
asked to solve problems involving abstract numbers. We have placed much 
emphasis on reading readiness to make better readers. It is my feeling we 
must place more emphasis on number readiness to have pupils be more effi- 
cient in mathematics. Tests are used in arithmetic to discover pupil mis- 
takes, and exercises are used to correct these mistakes. 


The Rinehart System of penmanship is used in the school union, The 
supervisors of the system visit each grade once each month. The super- 
visor confers with me many times during the year and feels we produce 
excellent results. This past year manuscript writing was introduced in 
grade one. This will probably continue through grade two. J have been 
assured by the supervisor that this will not in any way retard the individual 
pupil’s command of writing in later years. Studies have been made of man- 
uscript vs. cursive writing in the lower grades and the following evidence 
has been produced: (1) Children in the lower grades write with more ease. 
(2) It is helpful to the child in his reading. The printed word in his pen- 
manship lesson is more like the printed word in his reading book. 


Spelling is a part of our language arts program in the modern school. 
Spelling words are compiled scientifically on the basis of their frequent 
use at certain grade levels. The most modern way of teaching spelling is. 
to take the words from the child’s reading or language work. This immed- 
iately creates a desire and interest on the part of the child to learn the 
word. Spelling ability is developmental. Children first learn to spell many 
words they see on signs, billboards, etc. Children who learn successfully 
to spell words they have not been taught, do so by looking up unfamiliar 
words in the dictionary. 
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ACHIEVEMENT TESTS 


Each year the Metropolitan Achievement Tests are given in grades one 
and two. The Iowa Every Pupil Test is given in grades three to eight and 
The Boston University Testing Service has tested the pupils in grades eight 
and eleven. Individual profile charts are kept of all pupils in grades three 
to eight. These charts show the strengths and weaknesses of the individual 
pupil. These are also compiled on a grade profile chart for each school. 
At the beginning of the school year we discuss the weaknesses and strengths 
of the individual grades. It is our intent to work on both the child’s weak- 
nesses and those of the grade in so far as time will allow during the school 
year. 


The results of these tests are compared with the national average and on 
the whole we are either above or on a par with it. 


The Boston University testing service aids in helping pupils to deter- 
mine their own strengths and weaknesses. It also serves as a guide in 
preparing for high school courses and plans for the future. We were com- 
mended for the high standing of the classes which participated in the tests 
this past year. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Transportation contracts in the town of Buckland and the elementary 
contract in the Town of Colrain expired during this past year. All routes 
were advertised in the local newspapers and contracts were awarded on 2 
bid basis. Due to inflationary costs most of the bids were slightly high- 
er than the previous bids. The Town of Buckland completely reorganized 
the bus routes which have been much more satisfactory this year. If the 
enrollment in Colrain continues to increase additional transportation facil- 
ities will probably be needed. 


The Town of Shelburne reorganized its bus route and added one larger 
bus. Due to the fact that we must transport to two schools and from one 
school to another the system is very inefficient and time-consuming. Ii 
the Town of Shelburne decides to build a new school the transportation 
system can be made much more efficient and save the children a great deal 
of unnecessary time traveling. 


In order to encourage the consolidation of schools the State assumes a 
large share of the transportation costs. Any cost over five dollars times 
the average attendance is reimbursed by the State. For example, if the 
average attendance of all pupils in the Town of Buckland was two hundred 
pupils the town would actually pay $1,000.00 for transportation. The State 
would then reimburse the Town for the remaining cost. 
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MAINTENANCE 


The usual investment in school property runs into considerable money. 
It is cheaper to do a little repairing and replacing each year than to post- 
pone these necessities and thus have a much larger bill in the future. Pupils 
also have a tendency to have more respect for property which is well kept 
than property which is allowed to deteriorate. 


The school in Colrain is new and in order to retain its appearance it 
must be properly maintained. 


The Crittenden School has had all new pupil furniture during the past 
year. All floors have been sealed and waxed. However, many of the floors 
are badly worn and will soon need to be replaced. 


The lighting fixtures are outmoded and some of the covering on the 
lead wires is badly worn. Part of the playground and all of the driveway 
should be hard topped to prevent the mud from tracking into the building 
in the fall and spring. 


The Town of Shelburne has been negligent in its maintenance of the 
Cowell Gymnasium. The gymnasium is used a large percentage of the time 
by the school children but is under the control of the selectmen. 


A dual system of control is never efficient. The town has considerable 
money invested in its gymnasium and should provide the money for main- 
tenance. Both the outside of the gym and the lower floor rooms are badly 
in need of repairs. The Shelburne School Committee has included five 
hundred dollars in its budget to start on these repairs. Very little has been 
done toward maintenance at the Baker and Shelburne Center Schools. This 
is being postponed until a decision is made by the voters on the new school 
project. A new school in Shelburne is inevitable sooner or later. 


Crowded conditions continue to exist in all of our schools. It is still 
necessary to have three teachers teach four grades at the Baker School and 
two teachers teach three grades at the Crittenden School. The problem 
seems to be more easily solved in Colrain with a helping teacher in the lar- 
ger grades. If the increased enrollment continues in Colrain other means of 
alleviating the problem will be necessary. In a recent study of the amount 
of time a pupil does not have the attention of a teacher at the Baker School, 
we came to the conclusion a pupil actually lost about 25% of the teacher’s 
time in grades five to eight. In other words, the pupil only has a teacher 
three years out of four. I am sure the same would hold true for the pupils 
at the Crittenden School in grades six to eight. The children in grades 
five and six are the ones who suffer most as they are the ones who nee 
more of a teacher’s time. 


Arms Academy is still sadly in need of adequate shop facilities for. both 
the General Vocational and Agricultural Departments. The postponement 
of these facilities is depriving each generation of its right to an adequate 
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education. All of our problems cannot be solved in one year but a systematic 
approach must be made or the task becomes increasingly difficult. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


It is my feeling that teachers cannot teach well without the proper im- 
plements. Many of the books are entirely outmoded. Pupils in our schools 
are using some books which were printed fifteen to twenty years ago. We 
are trying to have a systematic approach in replacing these outdated books. 
Last year arithmetic books were purchased for all pupils in grades one to 
eight. Next year it is our plan to replace the English and Spelling books. 
The per pupil cost for books in the union is low in comparison with many 
other towns. 


TEACHER SHORTAGE 


There continues to be a serious shortage of teachers particularly in the 
lower grades. We have been most fortunate in the union in being able to 
obtain many competent married women who are doing an excellent job of 
teaching. Low salaries and unnecessary criticisms and demands are dis- 
couraging younger people from entering the profession. Many teachers 
who are in the profession are remaining at great sacrifice both to them- 
selves and their families. The people who have children in school and 
those who believe in perpetuating our form of free government should be 
thankful that we have such people. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the School Committees for their 
wise counsel and advice, to the school staff for its cooperation and support 
and to the citizens for their interest and understanding.

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Report of Principal of 
Arms Academy 


To Superintendent Philip W. Hallowell: 


I submit herewith my eighteenth annual report as principal of Arms 
Academy. 


FACULTY: 


A year ago we called attention to the number of changes in this group. 
This fall for the second consecutive year we opened with seven new teachers. 
Three of these had had some previous experience, and one of them, Mrs. 
Wetherbee, is a graduate of the Academy who had frequently substituted 
here. As usual, the group of teachers who have been here before very 
soon showed the newcomers our ways of doing things and they responded 
well. It is unfortunate, however, that only one-third of our teachers have 
‘ been here for more than three years and that one-third are entirely new. 


Of the seven who left, three went to teaching positions that were more 
desirable financially or geographically, two are engaged in further study, 
one is in business and the other is at home. 


THE DEPARTMENTS 


The wisdom of maintaining our shop course was again demonstrated 
during the past year. At two recent conferences between vocational school 
directors and employment officers of industrial firms in the state and. 
particularly in the Connecticut Valley, figures were introduced to show 
not only that there is a need for highly skilled workers but also that 
not enough of these men are being trained to fill the vacancies normally 
caused by death or retirement. The Academy staff participated in the 
survey which brought out these figures. 


The agriculture department continues to maintain its enviable posi- 
tion. The boys are so well trained that they still take more than their 
share of state and national competitive honors; and, more important 
but less spectacular, the products of their own efforts on their home 
farms are increasingly valuable. 


The household arts, contrary to the usual belief, teaches that there is 
much more to real home-making than just sewing and cooking. The 
course is particularly valuable to the many girls who marry compara- 
tively young. 
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The work of the commercial classes is far from showy and changes 
in teachers have been too frequent. To judge by results, however, the pupils 
have been well trained. Complimentary comment from employers is no 
rarity and complaints are few; and we have yet to hear of dismissals for 
incompetence. 


In preparation for institutions of higher learning the developments 
of the last year and a half have shown the sound judgment of the teach- 
ers in predicting the success, or lack of success, of pupils going on to col- 
lege. Some pupils have been fully certified. Others, whose work has not 
been so reassuring have been advised to take entrance examinations so 
that the college admission officers could either share or dispel the 
doubts. In still other cases further preparation is recommended, or ap- 
plication is suggested to some institution with less exacting requirements. 
In practically every case the teachers’ estimates have been confirmed by 
subsequent performance. It is no favor to a pupil to get him accepted in 
a college where he is practically sure to meet the humiliation of failure, 
and a school’s reputation for accurate forecasting is invaluable to its 


pupils. 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS 


Continued progress is being made toward a good program of physical 
education, and we are fortunate in having a group of teachers with a gen- 
uine interest in that type of training. The gymnasium is in continuous use 
by those classes from eight-thirty to one forty-five and by various athletic 
squads from two to five or six. 


A better-than-average baseball season last spring and an almost un- 
precedented series of football victories this past fall and the year before 
have given the athletic program a much-needed lift, and the whole school 
has been benefited. The type of coaching has been such as to keep a large 
number of boys interested, an advantage to the boys themselves and to 
future teams. 


It might be well at this time to recall a few facts about basketball at 
Arms Academy. At the time of this writing the team has just won its 
fifth consectutive preliminary game so that a few reminders will not be 
out of place in case the team does not maintain that record through the 
season. 


First, the Hampshire League is too strong for us. Since 1935 we 
have won only 21% of our League games as compared with 49% of non- 
League games. The reason for staying in the League is that we have never 
been able to make up a full independent schedule without either excessive 
travel or playing many weak teams. Second, we have had eight changes 
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of coaches in those seventeen years; no system can be taught that way. 
Third, only a part of our boys get any chance to play before coming to the 
Academy and it has been impossible to teach those with any uniformity. All 
this is more of a detriment in basketball than in any other sport we main- 
tain. A final standing of anywhere above sixth place in the League wi!l 
be creditable to the team and its coach. 


STUDENT ASSOCIATION FINANCES 


In 1950 - 51 the association showed a deficit of seven hundred and 
fifty dollars, due partly to the purchase of a base horn and partly to pur- 
chases of equipment in anticipation of a rise in prices. In 1951 - 52, with- 
out these purchases and with the help of a town appropriation for trans- 
portation, this deficit was more than offset by a surplus of eight hundred 
and ninety dollars. We are hoping for another good year as some exten- 
sive replacements of equipment will be necessary in the near future. 


Last year athletic expenses exceeded gate and door receipts by nine 
hundred and forty four dollars. Other activities, such as assembly pro- 
grams and attendance at student conventions, have no income of their own. 
Pupils paid seven hundred and twenty four dollars in dues and a net of four 
hundred and five dollars in purchases of ice cream, chocolate bars, pencils, 
etc. Slightly over nine hundred dollars was raised outside of school. In 
other words, while gate receipts do not pay the bills, the public is very 
generous in such matters as Booster Day, magazine subscriptions and at- 
tendance at entertainments; but a disproportionate amount of time is re- 
quired from pupils and teachers to raise that money. 


MOTION PICTURE PROJECTOR 


The entire school is grateful for a new motion picture projector and 
screen, the former being powerful enough to be operated from the balcony 
of Science Hall instead of the middle of the floor. The cost was met partly 
by the School Committee and partly by a graduation gift of two hundred 
dollars from the class of 1952. The only conditon imposed by the class, 
which had seen disastrous effects of having such a mechanism operated by 
many different people, was that the projector should not be taken from the 
building. An increasing number of good educational films is becoming 
available each year, usually without cost except for .transportation 


MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE 


Three hundred and two/pupils have been enrolled at the Academy dur- 
ing the fall term. Comparative figures for last fall were 297, for 1950, 294, 
and 265 for 1949. Of these, 11 have left; 2 moved away, and 1 was needed 
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at home, 1 left to be married, 1 had to go to work, 1 was dropped early 
in the fall and the others lost interest or were failing or both. The attend- 
ance has averaged almost exactly 96% of the membership during the fall 
term. Comparable figures for the fall terms of the three preceding years 
are respectively 95.9, 95.7 and 96.1. 


IN GENERAL 


The school as a whole is working well but has to combat two unfavor- 
able factors. 


The uneasiness due to the present draft law is returning, partly because 
of its uncertainty and unfairness and partly because the supply of older 
eligible men is becoming exhausted and the boards are getting down to- 
ward the 18-year class. The boys know that they will be legally allowed 
to finish school, but they want to enlist in their chosen branch of service 
before being drafted. 


The other factor is the philosophy current for the past twenty years 
that people will be taken care of in some way whether they make any 
effort of their own or not. This is the opposite of a stimulus to those 
who need a stimulus the most. We hope for some change in the near 
future.

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REPORT OF THE 
ART SUPERVISOR 


I submit herewith my sixth annual report as Supervisor of Art. 
What is Creative: 


The term creative experience refers to any small bit of genuine orig- 
inality which is found to some degree in every child. The prime function 
of the art and crafts program is to release the creative energy in all 
children and awaken their appreciation. In performing this function, 
creative activity means bringing into existence a new or originial idea 
out of existing thoughts and materials which affect the child’s own per- 
sonal reactions. Creation applies to any type of learning where one re- 
acts in a different way or employs a new way of thinking. It is an attitude 
and atmosphere which should be present in every phase of school art. 


Creative Experience and Learning: 


The ability to create and to think are allied with the learning process. 
Characteristics of creative learning which enable the child to see new 
relationships and increase understandings in the performance of art 
activities are shown by these facts: 

a. Learning results from direct experiences based upon such things 
as current interests and problems, trips, working with art materials, 
dramatizations. 

b. Learning relates to real problems found in a need for school 
murals, posters, or gifts. 

c. Learning results from creative thinking when the child makes dis- 
coveries for himself as, for example, that red and yellow paint mixes 
to make orange. 

d. Learning is more meaningful when the activity is an expression 
of the child’s own ideas, feelings, and interpretations. 


The Child a Potential Creator: 


Every child is born with the power to create. The purpose of teaching 
art is to give every child an opportunity to experience the joy and satis- 
faction of experimenting with materials and adapting them to his own 
interests and needs. As soon as he is able to grasp large crayons, blunt 
pointed scissors, paint and paste brushes, or clay, he is beginning to gain 
the happiness that comes through self-expression. The child that is guided 
in the character forming occupations of creative experiences does not 
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have to depend upon the artificial stimulations of TV, radio serials, 
movies, or comic books. A world of knowledge, interest and happiness 
is to be found in modeling with clay, building model airplanes, weaving 
a basket, finger painting, or paper mache. Creative work is the. child’s 
real educator. When he assimilates it and makes it his own it will func- 
tion throughout life in whatever work he does, to foster self-development 
and to enhance respect for the productivity of others. 


The Environment for Creation: 


To fulfill a child’s desire to create, and to capture his creative ardor, 
the teacher not only sets the stage by providing the environment for 
creation, but you must never miss an opportunity to be helpful with need- 
ed information, skill, material, and understanding at the right time. 
Our creative administration is also vital. The superintendent, principals 
and myself are responsible for encouraging teachers to experiment, for 
assisting with evaluation, for presenting challenging ideas, for provid- 
ing materials and aiding the teacher in any way that furthers child de- 
velopment. 


To maintain and encourage the conditions for creative art exper- 
iences the environmental influences are: 


a A place to work; a classroom with ample space and light, and 
an attractive arrangement of the room. 


b A place where children love to be because of the opportunity it 
provides. 


c Tables, desks, easels, benches, tools, various kinds of brushes, 
paint, wood, clay, various sizes of paper, and many other materials 
well located and organized. 

d Opportunity to experiment with many materials. 

e Examples of other children’s art work and examples of real. ani- 
mals, plants, fruits and vegetables to stimulate ideas. 


It is my sincere desire that with the continued cooperation of class- 
room teachers, school officials, and parents we may maintain and en- 
courage these methods.

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REPORT OF THE 
MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


The progressive program is being continued in music as in the past. 
This advances from the simple rote songs of the first and second grades, 
on up through the part singing of the upper grades. There are some fine 
singing groups in the Colrain School, but I hope to be able to improve the 
reading ability. I firmly believe this to be of considerable value to the 
child all through his life. 


I still hope to be able to place some pre-band instruments (tonettes) 
in the fourth grade. They are being used in the other schools in the union 
with very satisfactory results. I hope they may be forthcoming very soon. 


There are 19 students taking instrumental lessons. Of this number, 
only 3 are beginners this year. I would sincerely urge more parents to con- 
sider a musical instrument for their child. 


We lost 10 of our key players from the Arms band through graduation. 
This was a severe blow and they are hard to replace. This year’s band is 
a little smaller than last year’s, totaling 33 members. Of this number 10 
are Colrain students. We have a Junior band this year, made up mostly 
of Freshmen. There are 26 in this group of which 3 are Colrain students. 
I hope that many of them will advance to the Senior band next year. 


A large number of members of the chorus and several twirlers, as 
well as the drum majorette are also Colrain students.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL NURSE 


All the school children have been weighed and measured in the spring 
and fall. The Massachusetts Vision Tests have been given to all the school 
children with a usual number of children showing visual defects. The 
audiometer tests were given early in the spring. Very few children showed 
a hearing defect. 


This fall a dental program was set up in the Colrain School. Miss Gen- 
evieve Ely, dental hygienst, from the Connecticut Valley District of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, examined all the children for 
dental defects. A very high percentage of the children showed dental de- 
cav. Parents were notified of the defects. The children were instructed 
in better dental care, and encouraged to visit their dentist. 


The Parent-Teacher Association voted to sponsor and finance a sod- 
ium fluoride treatment program to be given by Miss Ely. The treatment 
is recommended to be given every three years, approximately at the ages of 
7, 10, and 13, as new teeth erupt, and before decay appears. Because of 
the time involved, the second and eighth grades were chosen-for the treat- 
ments. Also the second and eighth grades include most of the children of 
ages 7 and 13. 39 children of the enrollment of 42 in the second grade, and 
16 children of the enrollment of 28 in the eighth grade received the treat- 
ment. 


The pre-school clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus was held in the spring with 65 children attending. Twenty-four 
were of school age. All children who entered first grade have been immun- 
ized, either at the clinic or by a private physician. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was held in June 
with the assistance of members of the Parent-Teacher Association. Dr. 
John Olson was the attending physician. Mrs. Nancy Woodrow of Orange 
was dental hygienist. One hundred and Eighteen attended. Twenty of 
these entered school in the fall. 


It has been a pleasure working in the new school building, as com- 
pared with our previous arrangements in the smaller schools.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Routine physical examinations were made on all the pupils in our 
school during the year and parents were notified of the defects found, in 
the usual manner. 

The general health and development of our children were found to be 
predominantly good and few defects of any consequence were found. The 
response on the part of the parents to defect notices, continues to be very 
favorable. 

The new school has been functioning since soon after the first of the 
year. I feel it is a wonderful and very desirable change from the past. The 
improved conditions existing in the new school, should play an important 
part in improving and maintaining the health of our children. It certairily 
is very gratifying to visit the cafeteria during lunchtime, as I have done 
numerous times, and watch those young folk enjoy their noonmeal. 


A program of fluoridinization of the teeth of the children in the school 
was started in the fall. This was completed just before the holidays. This 
procedure should be very helpful in preventing cavity formation in the 
teeth.
